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Shipping Movements at British Ports (Page 144) 

While foreign trade tonnage entering and clearing 
with cargo during June quarter was greater than in 
March quarter, it was considerably less than in any 
of the last three quarters of 1931. Compared with 
June quarter of last year, entrances showed a reduc- 
tion of about 7 per cent. and clearances one of nearly 
10 per cent. For the month of June declines of 5-4 
and 8-1 per cent. respectively are recorded, with a 
fall of 10-3 per cent. in ballast arrivals, but a small 
increase in ballast departures. The coasting trade, 
apart from departures with cargo, was rather more 
active than in June, 1931. 


British Oil Refining Industry (Page 149) 

The throughput of refineries from oil and naphtha 
produced in Great Britain and from imported 
petroleum amounted in 1931 to 686 million gallons, 
compared with 694 million gallons in 1930. The out- 
put totalled 542, against 585 million gallons respec- 
tively, of which 214 and 271 million gallons were fuel 
oil and Diesel oil, and 186 and 180 million gallons 
were motor spirit. 

Foreign Exchanges in July (Page 150) 

Currencies of all the European countries on the 
gold standard shown in the table provided, and the 
New York rate, moved against sterling, as also did 
the Canadian dollar and the Japanese yen.

Census of Production Report No. 17 (Pages i-xii) 
Provisional returns of the Fourth Census of Pro.

and boiler packings and asbestos; and packing. 


New Capital Issues (Page 154) 

Over £3°3 million was issued in July, as against 
£5-1 million in the same month of 1931 and £164 
million in July, 1930. For the first seven months 
of the year the total is £78 million, compared with 
£76 million and £158 million respectively in the 
corresponding periods of 1931 and 1930. 


French Foreign Trade (Page 158) 

Compared with the first half of last year imports 
show a decrease in value of 34 per cent. and exports 
a fall of 38 per cent. for the first six months of 1932. 
The unfavourable balance of trade amounted to 6,975 
million francs and 5,194 million frs. respectively. 
For January-June, 1913, the adverse balance was 
equivalent to about 4,300 million present-day francs. 


Swedish Iron and Steel, January-June (Page 158) 
Production, imports and exports of iron and steel 
during the six months under review were all smaller 
than in the first half of 1931. Exports of iron ore 
declined by over one-half. 


Latvian Import Restrictions Removed (Page 162) 
Limitations on the quantities allowed to be im- 
ported have been abolished in respect of a long list 
of goods.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JUNE, 1932, AND IN RECENT 
QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during June, 
1932, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival, 


aggregated 6,491,000 tons, a decrease of 373,000 tons, or 


5-4 per cent., as compared with the corresponding total 
for June, 1931. Among the principal nationalities the 


British tonnage decreased by 388,000 tons, or 8 per 
cent., the German tonnage by 59,000 tons, or 26 per 
cent., the French tonnage by 71,000 tons, or 33 per 


cent., and the tonnage belonging to the United States 
by 123,000 tons, or 34 per cent., while there was an 
increase of 116,000 tons, or 44 per cent., in the tonnage 
of Norwegian vessels. An increase was also recorded in 
the case of vessels of other nationalities amounting to 
136,000 tons, or 16 per cent., Swedish, Japanese and 
Danish tonnage contributing largely to this increase. 
About 65 per cent. of the net tonnage of the arrivals 
with cargo in June, 1932, was British, compared with 
68 per cent. in June, 1931. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
3,473,000 tons, a decrease of 398,000 tons, or 10-3 per 
cent., as compared with June of the previous year. All 
the principal nationalities showed decreases, the decline 
for British vessels being 356,000 tons, or 15 per cent., 
for German vessels 82,000 tons, or 19 per cent., for 
Dutch vessels. 52,000 tons, or 24 per cent., and for 
French vessels 41,000 tons, or 14 per cent., while there 
was an increase of 140,000 tons, or 32 per cent., in re- 
spect of vessels of other nationalities, chiefly Danish 
and Italian. The British proportion of the net tonnage 
that arrived in ballast was 59 per cent. in June, 1932, 





and 62 per cent. in June, 1931. Of the total British 
tonnage that arrived in June, 1982, 32 per cent. was in 
ballast, as compared with 34 per cent. a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
June, 1932, from ports at which they had loaded cargo 
for abroad, aggregated 5,390,000 tons, a decrease of 
478,000 tons, or 8-1 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of 1931. The tonnage of British 
vessels declined by 329,000 tons, or 8 per cent., that of 
German vessels by 81,000 tons, or 47 per cent., that of 
French vessels by 55,000 tons, or 19 per cent., and that 
of vessels belonging to the United States by 59,000 tons, 
or 40 per cent. The only increase among the principal 
nationalities was that of 9,000 tons, or 8 per cent., in 
respect of Norwegian vessels. Of the tonnage that de- 
parted with cargo about 70 per cent. was British in both 
June, 1932, and June, 1931. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, re- 
corded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 4,326,000 tons, an increase of 56,000 tons, or 
1-3 per cent., as compared with June of the previous 
year. British tonnage decreased by 146,000 tons, or 
6 per cent., and French tonnage by 50,000 tons,. or 25 
per cent., while there were increases of 66,000 tons, or 
30 per cent., in the Norwegian tonnage, and of 170,000 
tons, or 36 per cent., in the tonnage of vessels of 
‘‘ Other ’’ nationalities, principally Swedish and 
Italian. The British proportion of the tonnage that de- 
parted in ballast was 53 per cent. in June, 1932, and 
57 per cent. a year earlier. Of the total of the British

From these tables it will be seen that the tonnage 
entered and cleared with cargo in the second quarter of 
1932, while greater than in the first quarter of this 
year, was substantially less than in any of the last

There were decreases as compared with the second 
quarter of 1931 in the tonnage both entered and cleared 
with cargo of British, German, Dutch, French and 
United States vessels, the declines being most marked 
in the cases of German and United States tonnage: 
for clearances only the figures in respect of these two 
nationalities, as well as for Dutch vessels, were the

Vessels calling in the course of a single foreign 
voyage inward at one or more ports of the United 
Kingdom before arriving at their final port of dis- 
charge are recorded among the arrivals at each of 
those ports, but among the entrances at one port only. 
Similarly, vessels leaving a port of the United King- 
dom and calling at one or more other such ports in the 
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lowest recorded during the period under review 
Moderate increases were recorded in both entrances 
and clearances with cargo of Norwegian vessels and of 
vessels of *‘ other ’’ nationalities, chiefly Swedish anq 
Danish. 

With regard to the trading areas the tonnage that 
entered with cargo from Australasia, ‘‘ West Indies 
and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and ‘‘ South 
and Central America-Pacific Coast ’’ was greater, and 
from ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries,” 
‘“ South America-Atlantic Coast’’ and ‘ North 
America-Pacific Coast ’’ less in the second quarter of 
1932 than in any of the other four quarters shown. Ag 
compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, 
small increases were recorded also in respect of the 
Irish Free State and ** Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific,’’ but decreases were shown for all other areas. 
In connection with the substantial reduction in the ton. 
nage entered from ‘‘Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ it may be observed that movements of 
wheat from Black Sea ports to this country had 
virtually ceased before the end of March. 

The tonnage that cleared with cargo for the Irish 
Free State and for Australasia was somewhat greater 
than a year ago, but all other areas showed decreases 
and for five of the trading areas shown in the table 
(viz., areas 1 (b), 5, 6, 9 and 10) clearances were legs 
last quarter than in any of the four preceding quarters. 
The substantial declines recorded in respect of the 
Kuropean and Mediterranean regions were doubtless 
partly due to reduced shipments of coal, the quantity 
exported to those areas last quarter being, in the aggre- 
gate, about 700,000 tons less than in the same period a 
year earlier.

The average of the dollar rates in London in the 
week ended July 2 represented a depreciation in the 
value of the pound sterling of 26:0 per cent. as com- 
pared with the closing rate on September 19, 1931. 
Comparing the same periods the rates for Swiss francs 
recorded a depreciation of 25-8 per cent., belgas and 
Czechoslovak crowns of 25:9 per cent., Dutch florins of 
260 per cent., French francs of 26°2 per cent., and 
Reichsmarks of 26:3 per cent. The depreciation in 
comparison with lire was 24:1 per cent. The London 
exchange rates on these eight centres showed a move- 
ment against sterling in the weeks ended July 9 and 
July 16, the relative depreciation in the first week 
ranging from 0-6 to 0-9 per cent., and in the second 
week from 0°3 to 0-6 per cent. Sterling improved 
somewhat in the week ended July 23, but in the last 
week of the month the movement was again adverse to 
the pound, the relative depreciation ranging from 0°6 
to0'9 per cent. The sterling exchange rate on June 30 
was 3°594 dollars to the pound and on July 1 the rate 
fell to 3-57. On July 8 the rate had risen to 3-584, but 
fell to 3-548 on the 15th; during the next eight days 
the exchange was irregular, the closing quotations on 
July 20 and July 23 being 3 -563 and 3-554 respectively. 
During the last week of the month the movement was 
definitely downward, the closing rate on July 30 being 
3504, this being the lowest rate recorded since the 
first week in March. 

The Argentine exchange rate in London was 
described as nominal throughout the month, the figures 
quoted being 344d.; the same rate was quoted through- 
out the greater part of June. 

Exchange rates on the Scandinavian centres showed 
an improvement in the value of sterling during July 
of about 1 per cent. in terms of Danish crowns, a 
depreciation of about 2 per cent. in relation to Nor- 

wegian crowns, and little relative change in value as 
compared with Swedish crowns. Norwegian crowns at 
the end of the month were, however, still at a greater 
discount in relation to the pound than either of the 
other two currencies. 

Spanish pesetas were quoted at 43-69 to the pound 
on June 30 and at 43°31 on July 1. The rate rose to 
44-25 during the next eight days and was maintained 
at between 44°19 and 44:38 during the week ended 
July 16. The highest closing quotation of the month 
(44-621) was recorded on July 20, but from this point 
the rate was irregular with a downward tendency until 
the end of the month, the closing rate on July 30 being 
43-621. On balance there was little change during the 
month, 

The London rate on Montreal was 4-114 on June 30, 
409 on July 1 and 4:10 on July 2. During the week 
ended July 9 the rate varied from 4-04 on the 5th to 
4104 on the 9th; with a somewhat narrower range

during the following week. The highest rate of the 
month (4:124) was recorded on July 18 and the lowest 
(4:03) on July 28. On balance the pound depreciated 
in terms of Canadian dollars by about 1-4 per cent. 
during July. Canadian funds in New York were at a 
discount of 124 per cent. on July 7, of 137, per cent. 
on July 14, and of about 18 per cent. on July 21 
and 28. 

The Japanese yen was quoted at 183d. on June 30 
and at 184d. on July 1. The highest closing quotation 
of the month was 194d., recorded on July 4 and 
July 14, and the lowest rate, 184d., on July 8. On 
balance the yen improved in value during July in 
relation to sterling by about 3 per cent. In connection 
with exchange control in Japan, attention may be 
directed to the report which appeared in the 
“ B.T.J.”’ of July 21 (page 84).

In comparison with the dollar, the rates in New 
York on July 28 showed the Swiss franc to be at a 
premium of about 0:7 per cent., and the Dutch florin 
to be slightly above parity; the French franc, the belga 
and the Reichsmark were at a discount of about 0°2, 
0°3 and 0:34 per cent. respectively. In comparison 
with each of these currencies, the dollar rate showed 
an improvement as compared with the rates quoted on 
June 30, the most noteworthy advance being in com- 
parison with the French france (0-46 per cent.). The 
rate for dollars in Paris on July 28 was reported as 
25°564, or 4 centimes above parity. The lira was at a 
discount of 3} per cent. on July 28 and of 3°1 per cent. 
on June 380. 

The pound was quoted at a discount of about 
26°2 per cent. on June 30 and of 28-0 on July 28; the 
exchange rate in New York for each of the Scan- 
dinavian currencies moved in favour of the dollar 
during July, the Danish, Swedish and Norwegian 
crowns being at a discount of 26°7, 31-2 and 34-0 per 
cent., respectively, on June 80 and of 29-4, 32°8 and 
34°2 per cent., respectively, on July 28. 

The value of the Spanish peseta in relation to gold 
parity was between 42-6 and 42°8 per cent. in June and 
between 41°4 and 42°0 per cent. in July.

EMPIRE TIMBER FOR BOAT CONSTRUCTION 


The Board of Trade have recently received applica- 
tions to approve the use of certain Empire-grown woods 
for use in connection with the construction of ships’ 
lifeboats. All such boats that comprise part of a ship's 
statutory life saving equipment are required to be con- 
structed in accordance with a specification that has been 
laid down by the Board in consultation with the Ship 
and Boat Builders’ Association. The specification’ at 
present requires certain parts of lifeboats to be con- 
structed of oak, ash or American elm, and some of the 
less important parts of pine or larch. 


The Board have satisfied themselves as to the suit- 
ability of Australian spotted gum and New Zealand 
kauri for inclusion among the woods that may be used 
for boat construction, and they have approved the use 
of Australian spotted gum for parts where oak, ash or 
American elm are now specified, and New Zealand kauri 
for parts where pine or larch are now specified. 


NORWEGIAN SAVINGS BANK LAWS 


The British Ambassador at Oslo has forwarded a

If there is difficulty in determining the exact weight, 
an approximate weight may be given. The Law will 
become effective on January, 1, 1933. 


PERUVIAN CONSULAR FEES 


H.M. Representative at Lima has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a recent Law which provides that the fee 
payable to Peruvian Consuls for the certification of 
invoices of goods sent by parcels post is to be the same 
as that levied in respect of freight consignments, 1.e., 
5 per cent. ad valorem. 


The Law also provides that the use of unofficial con- 
sular invoice forms is not permitted, only those issued 
by the State and supplied to exporters at a price to 
be fixed by the Executive being allowed.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the season and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the date stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MoNSOON 


Calcutta, August 1.—During the week ended July 3] 
rainfall was nearly general in Konkan and Lower Burma 
on six days; in the Central Provinces, Assam and Bengal 
on five; in Orissa, Bihar and Malabar on four; in Guzerat 
and Central India on three; in the United Provinces on 
two; and in Burma, Hyderabad, the Bombay Deccan, and 
East and North Punjab on one day. 

The monsoon has been active during the past week. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, July 23.—Rainfall has been heavy on the West 
Coast and moderate in the Circars. The condition of 
standing crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, July 25.—Rain has fallen everywhere 
except in Saran, being heavy in Cuttack, Puri and Sambal- 
pur. The general condition of standing crops, includin 
sugarcane, is good, but it is unfavourable in Shahabad and 
Manbhum. 

Punjab, July 25.—There has been rain throughout the 
Province, the maximum being 9-94 inches and the minimum 
0-03. Crop conditions on the whole are unchanged. Cotton 
has been affected by tela in Multan. 

Central Provinces, July 25.—Wet weather and continuous 
rain has retarded the sowing of juar and the weeding of 
cotton. Crop germination is satisfactory. Some slight 
damage has been done to cotton and juar in Berar and 
Nagpur. 

United Provinces, Jul¢ 23.—Rainfall has been heavy in 
Dehra Dun, Almosa, Nainital and Aligarh. Standing crops 
are doing well, and prospects are favourable. 


Bombay, July 30.—Heavy rain has fallen in Guzerat, 
damaging cotton in the districts of Surat and Broach. 


Bengal, July 27.—Rainfall has been light to moderate 
except in Chittagong. The transplantation of winter rice 
is proceeding, though retarded owing to insufficient rain. 
Progress is being made with the harvesting of autumn 
crops, and standing crops are thriving. 

Assam, August 1.—The weather has been seasonable, but 
more rain is needed in parts of the Assam Valley for the 
transplantation of paddy. Crop outturns and prospects are 
good.

The returns of French foreign trade for the first six 
months of this year show that the value of imports amounted 
to 15,278-5 million francs, as against 23,198-7 million frs. 
in the corresponding period of 1931, a decrease of 7,920-2 
million frs., or approximately 34-5 per cent., and that of 
exports to 10,084 million frs., as against 16,223-3 million 
frs., a decrease of 6,139-3 million frs., or rather more than 
38 per cent. 

During the first six months of this year imports of food- 
stuffs fell by 1,706 million frs., of raw materials by 4,399-4 
million frs. (or 40 per cent.), and of manufactured articles 
by 1,814-7 million frs. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 696 
million frs., of raw materials by 1,490-4 million frs. and of 
manufactured articles by 3,952-7 million frs., or 39-5 per 
cent. 

For the first six months of 1932 there was an unfavourable 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 5,194-5 million 
frs., as against 6,975-4 million frs. in the corresponding 
period of 1931. In the first six months of 1913 imports 
exceeded exports by 868 million pre-war gold francs, or 
approximately 4,300 million present-day frs. The unfavour- 
able balance was then rather more than 20 per cent., as 
against 34-5 and 30 per cent. respectively during the first 
six months of 1932 and 1931. 

As regards weight, imports in the first half of this year 
amounted to 23,871,000 tons, as against 30,041,000 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1931, a decrease of 6,170,000 
tons, and exports to 11,732,000 tons, as against 15,319,000 
tons, a decrease of 3,587,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs 
rose by 18,000 tons, but there was a fall of 6,176,000 tons 
in those of raw materials and of 12,000 tons in manufactured 
articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 209,000 tons, of raw 
materials by 2,646,000 tons, and of manufactured articles by 
731,000 tons.

(Customs Proclamation No. 217), dated June 1, 1932, which

CANADA 


IMPORTATION OF GASOLINE AND 
KEROSENE MARINE ENGINES 


Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 3912, issued on July 18, contains 
the following ruling relating to gasoline and kerosene marine 
engines and is in substitution for Bulletin No. 3718, par- 
ticulars of which were published in the “ B.T.J.’’ of July 2, 
1931 (page 18) :— 


Gasoline and Kerosene Marine Engines held to be of a 
Class made in Canada 

(a) Engines rated up to 75 h.p. inclusive, weighing 51 
lb. or over per h.p. 

(6) Engines rated over 75 h.p. up to and including 125 
h.p., having a total piston displacement of up to 
and including 460 cubic inches. 

(c) Engines rated over 125 h.p., weighing less than 25 lb. 
per h.p. and having a total piston displacement of 
up to and including 650 cubic inches. 

(d) Engines rated over 125 h.p. up to and including 500 
h.p., weighing 25 lb. or over per h.p. 

(e) All outboard engines. 


Gasoline and kerosene marine engines claimed to be of a 
class not made in Canada are each required to be accom- 
panied by a certified power curve chart, in duplicate, one 
copy to be retained at the Customs Port of Entry and a copy 
forwarded to Ottawa with the Departmental copy of the 
entry. In addition to showing the certified power developed 
on test, the power curve chart shall also show the pisten dis- 
placement in cubic inches, the weight of the engine, com- 
plete with built-in reverse gear and reduction gear, if any. 

The h.p. and weight shown on the power curve chart shall 
be subject to careful checking with the specifications pub- 
lished by the manufacturer in his catalogues or advertise- 
ments. 

The lb. rating per h.p. shall be obtained by dividing the 
weight of the engine complete, including built-in reverse 
gear and reduction gear, if any, by the h.p. rating adver- 
tised by the manufacturer, and confirmed by the certified 
power curve chart. 

When a model of a gasoline or kerosene marine engine is 
advertised by the manufacturer to be equipped with or 
without reduction gear, the weight, including the reduction 
gear, shall be used to arrive at the lb. rating per h.p., 
whether or not such reduction gear is attached to the engine 
when imported. 

The result of the division of the weight by the h.p. shall 
be taken as follows :— 

If the result shows a decimal of less than 0-5, the lower 
whole ib. shall be taken; if the result shows a decimal of 0-5 
or over, the higher whole Ib. shall be taken. 

Certified Customs invoices covering gasoline and kerosene 
marine engines claimed to be of a class not made in Canada 
are required to have set forth therein the name or model 
number of the engine, the diameter of the cylinder bore in 
inches, the length of the stroke in inches, the number of 
cylinders, and the total piston displacement in cubic inches. 

In checking the total piston displacement, when con- 
sidered necessary or advisable, the following formula may 
be used :— 


Radius of cylinder bore (4 diameter) squared, multiplied 


by 3-1416, multiplied by the length of the stroke, multi- 
plied by the number of cylinders. 


CLASSIFICATION OF DRESS LINENS 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 7 
(page 21), it should be noted that H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner reports that a ruling has been issued by the 
Canadian Department of National Revenue to the effect

that, until otherwise determined, plain woven linen fabrics, 
bleached or unbleached, suitable for the dress goods trade 
or for embroidery purposes, are of a class or kind not made 
in Canada and are, therefore, entitled to entry, according 
to the condition in which they are imported, either under 
Tariff Item 540 or Tariff Item 540a. The former item relate; 
to woven fabrics, wholly of flax, or of hemp, or of flax, hemp 
and cotton, not bleached, mercerised nor coloured, n.o.p, 
and these fabrics are dutiable at 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the British Preferential Tariff, 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under the Intermediate Tariff and 274 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the General Tariff. Tariff Item 540a relates to woven 
fabrics, wholly of flax, or of hemp, or of flax, hemp and 
cotton, n.o.p., and these fabrics are dutiable at 18 per cent, 
ad valorem under the British Preferential Tariff, 30 per 
cent. ad valorem under the Intermediate Tariff and 324 per 
cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff. 


VALUATION OF WOOL JERSEY CLOTH AND 
COTTON STOCKINETTE 


With reference to Appraiser’s Bulletin No. 3886, regard- 
ing the valuation for duty of wool Jersey cloth and cotton 
stockinette, particulars of which were published in the 
‘“ B.T.J.”’ of June 16 (page 865), it should be noted that a 
Supplement to that Bulletin issued by the Department of 
National Revenue on July 9 states that the provisions of 
the Bulletin apply to knitted fabrics of single texture of 
plain (or purl), rib, cardigan or any other stitch, and re. 
gardless of whether the fabric is plain or has Jacquard or 
other fancy designs. 

Fleece-backed (heavily napped) or coated fabrics are not 
subject to appraisal under the provisions of this Bulletin. 


NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal reports, by 
telegram, that the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average ’’ value of the pound ster- 
ling for the purpose of dumping duty at 4-10 dollars, effec- 
tive for entries during the period August 1 to August 1é. 
In cases where the actual sum to be paid by importers 
in dollars is not known at the time of clearance, the amount 
of ‘‘dumping ’’ duty levied will, therefore, be 30 cents for 
every pound value of the invoice, comparison being made 
with the ‘‘ fair market value’’ converted into dollars at 
4-40 dols. = £1 sterling. Ordinary duties will be calculated 
on the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ converted at 4-866 dols. = £1. 


PALESTINE 


TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF 
CERTAIN SUGAR 


The ‘* Palestine Commercial Bulletin ’? for June publishes 
regulations under which sugar is allowed to be imported 
temporarily into Palestine without payment of duty, under 
certain prescribed conditions, when the sugar is to be used 
wholly in the manufacture of sweets and confectionery 
intended for exportation. 


SUDAN 
MODIFICATION OF DUTIES ON TOBACCO 


The ‘‘ Sudan Government Gazette ’’ of June 15 contains 
an Ordinance (No. 9 of 1932) which imposes an increased 
duty of 1,050 m/m per kilog. (instead of 1,000 m/m per 
kilog. heretofore) on unmanutactured tobacco, manufactured 
tobacco (including cigarettes and cigars) and on tobacco 
stalk manufactured or unmanufactured.

FRENCH WEST AFRICA

PERSIA 
TOBACCO MONOPOLY LAW 


H.M. Representative at Tehran has forwarded a transla. 
tion of a law dated March 17, providing for the amendment 
of the Tobacco Monopoly Law of 1929. The new regulations 
cancel those previously in force, but they are still subject 
to the stipulations of the General Trade Monopoly Law. The 
importation of tobacco, therefore, remains forbidden and 
the provisions of the new law will affect mainly the local 
cultivation and preparation and the export trade. 

Article 3, however, lays down a duty of 200 per cent. on 
the import price of imported tobacco, if and when the 
present embargo is removed, together with a duty of 50 per 
cent. on the import price of imported cigarette paper.

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period August 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 140-48 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being pavable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques. ] 


TURKEY 
IMPORT OF SUGAR, COFFEE AND TEA 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
reports that a Law has been enacted (and became effective 
as from July 2) by which the import of sugar, coffee and tea 
will be controlled by an official organisation. Importers of 
these commodities must apply to this organisation for pel- 
mission to import, and permission will, it is understood, 
only be granted on condition that the applicant guarantees 
to export Turkish produce (the nature of which is to be 
determined by the organisation) to an equivalent value. 

Orders which were placed abroad for coffee, sugar and 
tea prior to May 31 will not, however, be liable to these 
restrictions.

The total value of work done in 1930, as given on 
page iii, was 82 per cent. less than in 1924. There wasa 
decline in respect of all the classes of goods shown in 
the table with the exceptions of jute piece-goods, 
knitted fabrics and, probably, artificial silk piece-goods. 

The relative decrease in the quantities of some ‘of the 
chief classes of goods treated in 1930, as compared with 
1924, were as follows :—

On the other hand, the square yardage of artificial silk 
piece-goods treated in 1930 was 264 per cent. greater

In connection with the disparity between the charges 
for processes carried out on linen goods in Great Britain 
and in Northern Ireland, it may be noted that the linen 
goods manufactured in Northern Ireland are much 
lighter in weight than those manufactured in Great 
Britain.

Prices.—The average selling value per dozen of new 
jute sacks and bags in 1930, as shown by the returns, 
was 5s. 104d., as compared with 7s. 3d. in 1924, repre- 
senting a decline of 19 per cent. in average value. 
Similarly, the average value per dozen of new cotton 
sacks and bags was Is. 6d. in 1930 and 4s. 34d. in 1924, 
a decrease of 65 per cent. It should be borne in mind, 
however, that these comparisons do not necessarily 
relate to goods of the same type, size and quality in 
the two years. 


In this connection it may be noted that the average 
weight of the new jute sacks and bags manufactured in 
1930 was less than in 1924, and that the average sell- 
ing value per ewt. of these goods declined by less than 
6 per cent., as compared with a decline of 19 per cent. 
in average value per dozen. 


Production, Exports and Retained Imports.—-The 
following table shows, for 1930 and 1924, the exports 
and retained imports of new sacks and bags of jute in 
relation to the quantities manufactured. The 1930 
figure of production relates only to firms in Great 
Britain that employed more than ten persons in the 
year, while that for 1924 includes the output of small 
firms and of firms in Northern Ireland.

Introductory 


The particulars for 1980 and 1924 given in the 
following report relate to returns received from firms in 
Great Britain that were engaged in the packing and 
making-up* of textile goods for other firms. Detailed 
returns were not required from firms that employed 
ten or fewer persons in 1930, and the particulars which 
follow, both for 1930 and for 1924 (except where other- 
wise stated), relate to firms that employed more than 
ten persons on the average. At the 1924 Census an 
aggregate of 589 persons, or 7 per cent. of the total 
number employed in this trade in Great Britain, was 
recorded on returns dealing with production carried on 
by not more than ten persons on the average in the 
year, and 505 persons on returns from establishments 
in Northern Ireland. 

The figures for 1930 relate to 124 establishments at 
which operatives were employed, and are believed to 
cover all firms of importance in this trade. 


Production 


Packing and making-up.—The total amount recorded 
on schedules for the Packing Trade in respect of the 
packing and making-up of textiles was £1,425,000 for 
1980 and £2,991,000 for 1924.

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Food prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
Index, showed a rising tendency in the first three weeks 
of April, the average for the whole month (107°8) being 
the same as that for November, 1931, but lower than 
that for March, 1932 (108-3). There was an almost 
continuous decline week by week from the second week 
in May until the last week in June. Prices during the 
four weeks ended July 9, 16, 23 and 30 were irregular 
and were influenced by seasonal fluctuations, the index 
numbers for these periods recording a level of prices 
about 4 to 14 per cent. above that of the last ten days 
of September, 1931. The fall in the index for the 
month of July was mainly due to the very considerable 
decline (partly seasonal) in potato prices, and to the 
lowering of quotations for imported meat. 


Industrial materials as a whole advanced slightly in 
price throughout July, the index for the week ended 
July 30 being about 2 per cent. above that for the 
week ended June 25. The higher prices quoted for the 
majority of the items included in the cotton and wool 
groups and for leather and rubber were mainly respon- 
sible for the increase.

Reductions in the prices of imported beef and of 
potatoes (to which reference has already been made) 
were mainly responsible for the decreases of 3:1 and 
6-3 per cent. respectively in the meat and fish and 
' Other food ’’ groups for July, as compared with the 
previous month. Cereals showed an increase of 1-2 per 
cent. Among industrial materials the cotton and wool 
groups showed increases of 4:7 and 4:2 per cent. respec- 
tively, mainly due to the higher prices quoted for the 
raw materials. No other group showed a variation of 
as much as 1 per cent. 

As compared with a year earlier, the largest varia- 
tions in food prices were an increase of 10:8 per cent. 
for cereals and a decrease of 9-6 per cent. for meat and 
fish; in the groups of industrial materials there were 
decreases of 11:1 per cent. for wool, of 6-7 per cent. 
for cotton and of 14:5 per cent. for miscellaneous 
commodities. 

A comparison of the 150 price averages for July with 
those relating to June shows 58 increases and 48 de- 
creases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 23 of the 
former and 26 of the latter. Of the 23 increases in food 
prices, 16 were of less than 5 per cent., three were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., two of between 10 and 20 
per cent., and two of between 20 and 30 per cent. Of 
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the 26 decreases, 12 were of less than 5 per cent., ix 
were of between 5 and 10 per cent., six were of between 
10 and 22 per cent., and two of between 40 and 42 per 
cent. 

The averages for industrial materials show 85 jp. 
creases and 17 decreases. Of the former 23 were of legs 
than 5 per cent., six were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent., three of between 10 and 15 per cent., and three 
of between 15 and 20 per cent. Of the decreases 15 
were of less than 5 per cent., one of 7 per cent., and 
one of 22 per cent. 

The table on page 175 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included jn 
the index. 

A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index. 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the ** B.T.J.”’ of 
April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, 
that separate index numbers have since been compiled 
for coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, 
no longer included in the respective groups of “* other 
metals and minerals ’’ and ‘‘ other textiles.’’ There 
are now ten groups for which separate index numbers 
are compiled, as shown in the preceding table. 

In regard to the quotations for cereals which are in. 
cluded in the accompanying table (see opposite), the 
largest variations in the averages for July, as com- 
pared with June, were increases of about 7 and 4:5 per 
cent. respectively for maize and barley. Flour showed 
an increase in price of about 3 per cent.; the average 
price previously given for June has been amended by 
the addition (since the 20th) of the levy of 2s. 3d. per 
sack imposed under the Wheat Act, and the amount of 
this levy has been added to the prices recorded in July. 
In the ‘‘ meat ’’ group, all the items except one showed 
decreases, Australian frozen beef and Argentine chilled 
beef were cheaper by about 20 and 18 per cent. respec- 
tively, while English mutton and New Zealand lamb 
were cheaper by about 10 and 7 per cent. respectively. 
Scotch beef was dearer by nearly 3 per cent. Among 
‘‘ other foods ’’ Danish and New Zealand butter 
showed increases of between 5 and 6 per cent., while 
English Cheddar cheese was cheaper by about 10 per 
cent. 

Of the industrial materials specified in the table, the 
quotations for coal, pig iron, wrought iron and steel 
remained practically unchanged. Among non-ferrous 
metals, tin was dearer by about 10 per cent. Copper 
showed an average decrease of about 7 per cent. In 
July, as compared with the previous month, thus con- 
tinuing the decline which has been proceeding through- 
out the year; the quotation for copper was £48 10s. 
per ton on January 13 and £27 10s. on July 27. All 
items in the textile groups were dearer, except raw 
jute and linen yarn, for which slight decreases were 
recorded. Egyptian and American cotton were dearer 
by about 16 and 11 per cent. respectively. Prices for 
wool tops in oil, crossbred Colonial, rose by about 
16 per cent., and raw hemp was dearer by 65 per cent. 
The majority of the specified miscellaneous industrial 
commodities showed no variation in price, but rubber 
and ox and heifer hides were dearer by about 11 pet 
cent. and 5 per cent. respectively. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are used in the 
compilation of the index but not shown in the accom- 
panying table, the principal variations in the food 
groups were increases for Irish and Danish eggs (22 and 
13 per cent. respectively); these increases were 
seasonal, -but, in the former case, may have been 
influenced by the duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
imposed since July 15 on Irish produce. An increasé 
of 27 per cent. was recorded for fish, and decreases of 
42 and 41 per cent. respectively for potatoes on the 
London and Birmingham markets. The declines 12 
potato prices were partly due to seasonal causes and 
partly to the abnormal supplies available of imported 
potatoes. In this connection reference may be made 
to the Potatoes (Additional Import Duties (No. 4)

Among industrial materials, all items in the cotton 
group were dearer; yarns and cloth showing, on 
average, increases of about 4 per cent. and 3 per cent. 
respectively. The price of raw wool (Southdown tegs or 
ewes) rose by about 18 per cent., while slight decreases 
were recorded for wool and linen yarns. Of the mis- 
cellaneous industrial materials, ox and heifer hides and 
cow hides were dearer by about 6 and 15 per cent. 
respectively, while calf skins cheapened. The prices 
recorded for ammonium sulphate showed an average 
decrease of 22 per cent. in July, as compared with the 
previous month.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


An agricultural country producing raw material and 
foodstuffs, Turkey,* writes the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Embassy, Istanbul, has been severely affected 
by the general economic crisis and by the fall in world 
prices. 

Notwithstanding that both agriculture and industry 
have been slowly developing in Turkey, a continuous 
decline in the value of Turkey’s exportable produce, 
and lack of markets due to more than one cause, have 
been serious obstructions on the road to prosperity. 
The decline in the price of exportable produce repre- 
sents, in certain commodities, from 40 to 60 per cent. 
This depreciation, although compensated to a slight 
degree by an industrial advance, is mainly responsible 
for the economic “‘ malaise ’’’ of the country. The 
value of Turkey’s exports fell from £T.192,025,260 in 
1925 to £T.158,420,998 in 1927, with a recovery to 
£T.173,537,489 in 1928 and a further decline each year 
since to £T.127,200,000 in 1981. 


Last year’s crop was favourable as regards certain 
commodities, but the market continued to hold 
accumulated stocks of some of the country’s principal 
exports, and where sales have been made little or no 
profit has been realised. In some eases stocks have 
been disposed of at below cost. In comparison with 
1930 there was increased production of figs, approxi- 
mately equal production of tobacco, cotton and mohair, 
and a decrease in raisins, olive oil (biennial yield), 
nuts, opium and cocoons.

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The maintenance of the Turkish lira at the standarg 
rate in terms of the dollar has doubtless prejudiced 
the sale of Turkish produce in those countries which 
have abandoned the gold standard and the failure of 
agriculturists to find a market for their crops is causing 
widefelt distress among the peasants. 


The country’s trade balance, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the Turkish Government to improve economic 
conditions, continues to be adverse, and when the 
Turkish Government perceived that an improvement by 
normal methods was no longer possible and that unlegg 
immediate steps were taken to check the flow of 
imports, the currency of the country would be seriously 
affected, the Cabinet called upon the Ministry of 
National Economy to submit legislation for the contro] 
of imports. 

On November 12 last, a Law for the safeguarding 
of Turkey’s economic activity was promulgated which 
provided for the immediate application of drastic 
measures under a quota system of imports. These re- 
strictions, which constitute the outstanding feature of 
the period reviewed in the Commercial Secretary’s 
Report, are dealt with in detail under the heading of 
‘* Trade and Commerce.”’ 


INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION 


The imposition of high Customs duties in October, 
1929, the Law for the encouragement of industry, and 
the “‘ Buy Turkish Campaign ’’ have undoubtedly 
served to stimulate industry, and had the level of 
prices of Turkish produce been maintained and con- 
ditions been more normal in certain countries, such as 
Germany, which are important buyers of Turkish 
tobacco and whose diminished purchases in 1931 have 
had a serious repercussion on the tobacco market in 
Turkey, there is no doubt that the economic position 
of the country would have been more satisfactory, for 
the advance in industry which the country has no 
doubt made would have helped to bring Turkish exports 
nearer to the level of imports. 


Although it has not been possible to obtain compara- 
tive statistics to show the extent of industrial progress, 
the value of Turkish manufactures is estimated to have 
attained £T.100 million, as compared to £T.40 million 
in 1928, and it appears likely that it will continue to 
increase. 


A factory is being erected for the manufacture of 
over-shoes and canvas shoes with rubber soles. Cement 
factories producing sufficient supplies for the needs of 
the country are now in existence as well as sugar 
refineries which have served considerably to reduce the 
demand for foreign sugar. Locally made biscuits, 
sweetstuffs and chocolate have, owing to the high 
Customs duties, entirely replaced the foreign product. 
This also applies to some extent to tinned preserves 
and vegetables, to alcohol, liqueurs, woollen and 
knitted goods, hosiery of inferior grade, to scents, 
soaps, made up waterproof garments, nails, gramo- 
phone records, vegetable oils and bedsteads. 

It is also the firm intention of the Turkish Govern- 
ment to develop the textile industry and it is in this 
direction, in particular, that the Government hopes to 
find a means of improving the economic position of the 
country. 


This was the point of view of the Industrial Con- 
gress which was held in Ankara in 1930. The country 
possesses the raw material and it should, therefore, be 
taken for granted that with time there is bound to be 
an expansion in this branch of industry ; improvements 
are being effected in existing plant and it is being in- 
creased. It is reported that the management of the 
Yedikule factory intends purchasing additional 
machinery in order to increase production. 

It is believed that during a recent visit to the United 
States of the late Minister of Finance efforts were 
made by him to interest American capitalists in Turkish 
industries, especially in connection with the manufac- 
ture of textiles. 
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THE Import Quota SysSTEM 


The outstanding feature of trade in 1931 was the 
pplication, as from November 16, of a system of 
striction of Turkish imports by means of monthly 
quota lists, which specified the quantities of each 
sategory of merchandise enumerated in the Customs 
riff which might be imported. 

The quota system was introduced, without previous 
vamning, by means of a Ministerial Decree issued on 
November 13, and, as no provision was made for the 
learance of goods already ordered, the summary cur- 
‘ailment of imports, and in some cases their entire 
prohibition, gave rise to congestion at the Customs 
houses, delayed or prevented altogether the clearance 
of goods and undoubtedly created numerous cases of 
real hardship to both foreign exporters and local im- 
porters alike. ‘The system now im force has in- 
evitably reduced the possibilities of trade in this 
market and has introduced a new element of uncer- 
tainty into commercial transactions, but there can be 
no doubt that the Turkish Government was justified in 
its endeavour to find some means of controlling the 
country’s trade balance. 

The quota system is, in effect, a corollary of the 
measures taken to stabilise the Turkish lira. The 
regulations in force prohibit the export of foreign 
securities and the transfer into foreign currencies of 
deposits in Turkish liras lying in local banks, while as 
regards sterling and other exchange required to pay for 
imports, each transaction must be covered by a permit 
issued by the Bourse authorities. This authorisation 
is only given in cases where the importer can support 
his claim by the production of shipping and Customs 
documents proving that the goods are his property. In 
order to create a reserve of foreign currency from which 
to meet demands from importers, a central pool has 
been created by the State Bank into which is paid all 
the foreign exchange received from abroad in payment 
for Turkish exports. 

The effect of the quotas on the principal classes of 
sods of interest to United Kingdom trade with Turkey 
is examined in the Report. The system has not been 
altogether successful, either in its general object or in 
the manner of its application. 

Some of the immediate effects have been:—/(a) A 
severe fall in Government revenue, owing to the 
decrease in Customs duties and transaction taxes; 
(b) the dislocation of trade owing to reduced turnover, 
lelays in clearing goods and uncertainty as to the 








future; (c) increase in unemployment; many firms 
have been obliged to close down and others have 
greatly reduced their staffs; and (d) a rise in the cost 
{living in respect of certain foreign commodities. 

The declared policy of the Turkish Government is to 
balance imports with exports by a system of compen- 
sation applied to all countries whose exports to Turkey 
exceed imports from Turkey, but it is doubtful how far 
such a system can be put into force under existing 
commercial treaties. 


FoREIGN TRADE IN 1931 


Turkey’s imports from all countries in 1931 
amounted in value to £T.126,659,893 and exports to 
‘T.127,274,808, as compared with £T.147,553,703 and 
‘T.151,454,371 respectively in 1980. This balance in 
favour of exports from Turkey was due to the imposi- 
tin in 1931 of restrictions on imports, and as regards 
1930 to a considerable drop in imports owing to 
abnormal imports during 1929 in anticipation of the 
higher duties imposed towards the end of that year. 

The principal imports into Turkey in 1931 and 
1980 were:—Cotton piece-goods, £T.27,740,702 and 
*T.27,201,225 respectively; iron and steel manufac- 
lures, £T.16,288,397 and £T.20,202,819; machinery, 
‘7.10,951,799 and £11,689,780; woollen goods, 
‘T.6,557,764 and £T.8,335,099; mineral oils and coal, 
‘T.4,989,489 and £T.6,991,005; sugar, £T.4,872,608 
‘ud £T.9,289,873; and cotton yarns and thread, 
‘T.4,298,954 and £T.3,766,755. The chief exports 
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were :—Tobaceo, £T.29,093,485 and £T.48,159,936; 
fruit, £T.27,498,844 and £T.27,174,604; butter and 
eggs, £T.10,673,311 and £T.8,698,604; cereals and 
other products, £T.9,591,469 and £T.5,636,071; 
livestock, £T.8,023,405 and £T.7,565,429: cotton, 
£T.7,402,603 and £T.16,653 ,092; and oils, £T.6,270,296 
and £T.1,989,035.

PASSENGER MOVEMENT 
FROM AND TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM

MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN

British Passengers 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who arrived in the 
United Kingdom ag passengers from such countries 
during the six months ended June, 1932, exceeded the 
number who left as passengers for those countries by 
45,686, as compared with an inward balance of 34,097 
in the first half of 1931. For the twelve months ended 
June, 1982, an inward balance of 46,838 British pas- 
sengers is shown, as against an excess inward of 11,481 
in the twelve months ended June, 1931. This increase 
in the inward balance results from a reduction of 34,595 
in the number of outward passengers during the twelve 
months, and an increase of 762 in the number of pas- 
sengers inward during the same period. 

Grouped according to countries of immediate destina- 
tion, the movement of British subjects during the first 
half of 1932 shows an inward balance from each part of 
the British Empire for which particulars are regularly 
recorded, and also from the United States, and from all 
other foreign countries taken together. These inward 
balances amounted to 9,318 from British North 
America, 6,108 from Australia, 980 from New Zealand, 
5,863 from British South Africa, 6,523 from India (in- 
cluding Ceylon), 5,082 from the group ‘* Other British 
Countries,’’ 10,958 from the United States, and 854 
from the group of ‘* Other Foreign Countries.”’ 


Alien Passengers 


As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the first six 
months of 1932, an inward balance of 10,266 is re- 
corded, as compared with an inward balance of 13,274 
in the corresponding half-year of 1931. It should be

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noted, particularly in connection with the statistics re- 
lating to alien passengers, that the figures of the pas- 
senger movement are inclusive of passengers who passed 
through the United Kingdom on their way between 


Europe and non-European countries. 


The statistics in respect of aliens, which are compiled 
by the Home Office, show that the number of passen- 
gers of United States nationality who landed in the 
United Kingdom from all places abroad (including those 
arriving from European ports), and were recorded as 
visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., numbered 22,530 in 
the first half of 1932, as compared with 29,187 in the 


corresponding period of 1931.

It will be seen from the above table that emigration 
in each of the six months from January to June of the 
bresent year was less than that in the same month of 
1981. In the first quarter of 1932, as compared with 
the same period of 1931, the number of immigrants 
decreased by about 360, but in the second quarter the 
lumber was about 8,280 greater than in the corre- 
ponding quarter of 1931. 
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Tables II. and III., on pages 179 and 180, show the 
numbers of British subjects who migrated from, and 
immigrated into, the United Kingdom in the March 
and June quarters of 1931 and 1932 and in the twelve 
months ended June of the same years. 


Migration Movement to and from the Irish Free State 


The number of British emigrants from, and immi- 
grants into, the Irish Free State who travelled to, or 
from, non-European countries via ports in the United 
Kingdom was 190 and 972, respectively, during the 
first half of 1932, as compared with 345 emigrants and 
736 immigrants during the corresponding period of 
1931. These migrants are excluded from the figures 
given in the preceding paragraphs.

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
June 30 (page 923), a translation of the text of the 
Decree amending the original Decree of March 12, 1932, 
has now been received.

Article 5.—Interest is reduced to 6 per cent. when 
payable to banks of issue and to 8 per cent. when pay. 
able to other creditors. : 


Article 10.—Obligations arising out of loans which 
under any agreement were to be paid in draft or bills 
of exchange are now to be met in colons at 205 colons 
to the 100 dollars. Obligations arising out of loans baseq 
on genuine exchange operations on foreign countries 
or those based on the effective delivery of drafts or bills 
of exchange shall, after proof of their nature, be met in 
the form agreed upon.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 


RECOGNITION BY THE GREEK 
GOVERNMENT 


The Board of Trade have received, through the 
Foreign Office, silver medals and diplomas which have 
been awarded by the Greek Government to Captain 
W. P. Townshend, master, W. E. Pocock, chief officer, 
C. 5. Cooke, third officer, and A. A. Wood, C. T. Steel, 
W. H. Cockings, K, C. McFarlane, A. Patience, R. E. 
Handforth and §S. Palmer, quartermasters, of the 
British s.s, ‘‘ Viceroy of India,’’ of Glasgow, in recog. 
nition of the services rendered to the crew of the Greek 
s.s. ‘* Theodoros Bulgaris,’’ which was in distress, in 
bad weather, in the Bay of Biscay, on December 31, 
1930. 


At 4.15 a.m. on that date, the ‘‘ Viceroy of India”? re- 
ceived a wireless distress message from the ‘‘ Theodoros 
Bulgaris’’ and immediately altered course towards the 
latter’s position, which was given as 100 miles away. The 
distressed vessel, when first seen by the ‘‘ Viceroy of India” 
shortly after noon, had a heavy list to starboard and was 
making water; and the master asked for a lifeboat to be sent 
from the British steamer to save the crew. The ‘‘ Viceroy 
of India” took up a position to windward and oil was 
pumped overboard in order to reduce the seas. A lifeboat 
was then lowered and sent away in charge of Third Officer 
Cooke and manned by the above-named quartermasters. The 
lifeboat could not approach close to the ‘‘ Theodoros Bul. 
garis’’ as heavy seas, which were being shipped by the 
steamer and rolling off again, were likely to swamp the boat 
and there was the possibility of the steamer’s overhanging 
gear fouling the boat. The method of rescue adopted was to 
drag the men through the sea from the steamer to the boat 
by means of ropes, and in this way 19 of the crew were, with 
considerable difficulty, taken off. The remainder of the 
crew, 12 in number, launched one of their own boats, and 
all the shipwrecked men had been taken on board the “ Vice- 
roy of India ”’ by 3.30 p.m. 


The Board have also received similar awards made by 
the Greek Government to Captain G. A. Baker, master, 
Lieut.-Commander R. B. Wood, R.N.R., second officer, 
K. Percy, carpenter, J. Kitching, quartermaster, H. W. 
Tyler, H. Lobb, P. G. Tye, J. Hickey, able seamen, 
and R. M. Cameron, sailor, of the British s.s. 
‘“ Napierian,’’ of London, in recognition of services ren- 
dered to the Greek steamer ‘‘ Menelaos,’’ which was in 
distress in the English Channel on November 2, 1930. 


At about 7.20 p.m. on that date, those on board the 
‘‘Napierian ’’ observed distress signals and altered course 
towards them. The distressed vessel proved to be the 
‘* Menelaos,’’ which was making water and had her engines 
and steering gear out of order. At 8.45 p.m., with a gale 
blowing and a rough sea running, an attempt was made to 
lower a lifeboat from the ‘‘ Napierian,’’ but it was badly 
damaged. Another lifeboat, in charge of Lieut.-Commandet 
Wood and manned by the seven seamen named above, was 
successfully launched and sent away to the Greek steamer, 
from which twelve men were transferred to the 
‘* Napierian ” at about 11 p.m.

METALLIFEROUS MINING AND QUARRYING 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of the 
Report of the Advisory Committee for the Metalliferous 
Mining and Quarrying Industry on the Possibilities of De- 
veloping or of Reviving the Working of Metalliferous and 
Associated Deposits in Great Britain. 

The Committee have made a survey of the whole of the 
metalliferous mining and quarrying industry in this 
country, and their Report includes recommendations on the 
following matters :—(a) The stimulation of the consumption 
of pig-iron produced from home ores; (b) the reduction of 
railway charges; (c) the extension of part of the Mining 
Industry Act, 1926, to apply to metalliferous minerals; 
(d) the taxation of mining plant and property; (e) geo- 
physical surveys; and (f) a proposed drainage and trans- 
port tunnel for the Camborne-Redruth tin-mining district. 

An Appendix to the Report contains tables giving particu- 
lars for a series of years of the production, value, imports 
and exports of certain metalliferous and associated minerals, 
and of the prices of metals.

BRITISH RAILWAYS IN APRIL—MAY 


Statistics for the calendar month of May and the four 
weeks ended May 21 have been published by the Minister 
of Transport and may be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office, 
Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, price 2s.

net, 2s. 74d. post free. 

The comparisons for the four-weekly periods are affected 
by the incidence of Whit Monday, which fell on May 16 
this year and on May 26 in 19381. 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of May was 93,992,331, a 
decrease compared with May, 1931, of 6,220,230, or 6:2 per 
cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
declined by 3,190,165, and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 3,030,065. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season-ticket holders) showed a fall of £493,271, or 10-9 per 
cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Rail- 
way be omitted, the figures showed a decline in journeys of 
4,960,894, or 6-7 per cent., and a decrease in receipts of 
£476,715, or 11-4 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £550,961 less than in May, 1931. 


CoacHIna TRAIN Mites anp Goops TRAFFIC 


For the four weeks ended May 21, 1932, the coaching train 
miles showed an increase of 152,703, or 0-7 per cent., com- 
pared with the four weeks ended May 23, 1931. The total 
tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free hauled traffic) 
was 18,642,113, a decrease compared with the corresponding

Barley 
threshing is finished; production generally is below normal, 
but in certain areas affected more severely by the drought 
the crop has been a partial failure; the quality is good.

NEW ZEALAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


Imports and exports during the month under review were 
valued at £1,760,689 and £4,957,535, as compared with 
£2,080,163 and £2,746,191 respectively in April, 1931, states 
the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled in the Census 
and Statistics Office, Wellington. The totals for the first 
four months of the current year were, imports £7,609,972 
and exports £16,457,136, as against £9,576,882 and 
£14,902,609 respectively in the four months ended April 30, 
1931. 

External trade conditions for the month under review 
were particularly bright. The declared value of exports 
amounted to approximately £5 million, a figure 34-6 per 
cent. ahead of that recorded for March and as much as 80-5 
per cent. better than that for April, 1931. The unusual 
stimulus of the export trade for the month considerably in- 
creases the aggregate for the cumulative period of four 
months, the total for which amounts to some £16 million, a 
figure 10-4 per cent. in excess of that for the same period 
of 1931. 

On the other hand, imports for the month were well 
below normal. A decline of 5-9 per cent. from the March 
total was recorded, while the discrepancy between the 
fgure for April, 1931, and that for April, 1932, amounted 
to 15-4 per cent. The total imports for the first four months 
of the current year were 20-5 per cent. less in value than 
that recorded for the similar period of 1931. 


Export TRADE 


In spite of adverse market conditions, exports of wool 
continue on a large scale. The quantity sent overseas during 
April was considerably in excess of that exported during 
April, 1931, while the value increased by 2-2 per cent. 
Demand for frozen lamb still appears active, exports 
having more than doubled in value since April, 1931, while 
for the same time frozen mutton nearly trebled in the value 
sent abroad. 

Exports of butter and cheese were also considerably stimu- 
lated during the month, the former more than doubling in 
hoth quantity and value, while cheese shows a considerable 
increase. Another contributing factor towards the heavy 
total of exports for April is the large quantity of apples 
shipped. Compared with April, 1931, the exports of apples 
rose by £191,000 in value. 

For the aggregate of four months of 1932 exports of wool 
and frozen mutton show rises in value over the correspond- 
ing period of 1931 to the extent of 35-8 per cent. and 16-4 
per cent. respectively. On the other hand, the remaining 
principal primary products disclose declines for the period 
amounting to 4-6 per cent., 3-4 per cent. and 5-7 per cent. 
for frozen lamb, butter and cheese respectively.

The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turn- 
over of foreign trade during June was 7,350,000 kroons, im- 
ports representing 3,261,000 krs., as against 5,386,800 krs.

Import TRADE

Imports of groceries, cereals and petrol were larger in 
June than in June, 1931, as was the case in respect of the 
earlier months of the year. Increases were also apparent 
in respect of spinning materials and chemicals. Chemical 
imports during the first half of 1932 have continually ex- 
ceeded last year’s figures, owing to the large requirements 
of the export industries. Imports of textile fabrics in June 
were only slightly less than in June, 1931, but in the first 
half*of 1932 were less than half of those in the same period 
of 1931. 


Export TRADE 


Timber shipments are normally lively in June, which 
explains the large increase in exports over May. Shipments 
in June 1932 were, however, considerably smaller than in 
June, 1931. Although paper and pulp exports increased 
considerably in volume over June, 1931, the total exports 
were valued at one million F.mks. less than in June, 1931. 
Cellulose shipments in June were about 57,500 tons, as com- 
pared with about 45,600 tons in June, 1931, and shipments 
by the Finnish Cellulose Union were about 324,000 tons in 
the first half of 1932, as compared with 230,000 tons in the 
current period of 1931. There were also small increases in 
the exported quantities of paper and mechanical pulp. Of 
the cellulose exports in June more than half went to Great 
Britain. The Kymmene O.Y. shipped to their own factories 
in England 622 tons of sulphite cellulose in June, and 3,139 
tons of sulphite and 1,349 tons of sulphate cellulose in the 
first half of 1932. 


BALANCE oF TRADE 


The surplus of exports in June, 1932, was somewhat 
smaller than in June, 1931 and 1930. In the first half of the 
current year, however, the surplus of exports reached record 
figures and was 150 per cent. larger than in the first half of 
1931, when it was larger than in any previous year. The 
figure in 1932 is still more noteworthy if it is remembered 
that it has been achieved in a period of reduction of foreign 
trade in general. In the first half of 1932 exports exceed 
imports by 41 per cent. and in June, 1931, by no less than 
57 per cent.

Apart from the general falling off in imports, there is a 
large reduction in the following articles, viz., wood, coal, 
minerals, raw cotton, textiles and machines. 


The export of pigs in June exceeded that of last year, 
whereas that of cattle decreased. Shipments of wheat, rye, 
meat, iron goods and electro-technical goods were larger. 
Qn the other hand, there was a decline in flour, poultry, 
eggs, wool, prepared lambskins and machines. The follow-

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The changes in the international money market during 
the latter part of 1931 resulting from the abandonment of 
the gold standard by the United Kingdom, the Scandinavian 
countries and Finland, taken in conjunction with the diffi- 
culties experienced by the German banks in July, 1931, have 
reacted most unfavourably on the development of Latvia and 
have greatly affected the economic and industrial conditions 
of that country, *writes H.M. Consul at Riga. 


The marked falling off in foreign trade and revenue from 
taxation, coupled with unsatisfactory internal conditions, 
showed that in 1931 the economic position of Latvia was only 
superficially satisfactory and that a downward trend in 
fnance and industry had begun. Foreign trade returns in 
1930 were approximately 17 per cent. less than in 1929 and 
fell a further 38 per cent. in 1931. 


Errect oF FINANCIAL STRINGENCY 


The resulting financial stringency caused a marked fall in 
the purchasing power of the population and brought about 
an increase in the number of protested bills, forced auctions 
of the property of defaulting taxpayers and debtors, and 
bankruptcies. The difficulties, moreover, experienced by 
Latvian banking establishments were intensified by those of

the German banks, on whom Latvian banks are largely de- 
pendent, and a crisis in the whole Latvian credit system 
naturally followed, which reached its climax about three 
months after the passing of the Gold Standard (Amend- 
ment) Act in the United Kingdom on September 21, 1931. 


The fact that Latvia remained on the gold standard natu- 
rally enhanced the price of her timber as compared with that 
of, for example, Finland, and of her agricultural products 
as compared with those of (e.g.) Denmark, and seriously 
affected her trade with the United Kingdom, while the tariffs 
imposed by countries which were her customers also seriously 
affected her export trade. The situation was aggravated by 
a panic run on the banks at the very time when the Govern- 
ment were desirous of avoiding currency fluctuations, the 
dangers attendant on such fluctuations, and the withdrawal 
of foreign capital. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION 


It was clear that the continuance of freedom in private 
trade would cause speculation on a large scale and would be 
probably followed by inflation and the breakdown of the 
credit system, the more so as the collapse of previous cur- 
rencies and the loss of their savings was fresh in the 
memories of many Latvians and tended to generate the fear 
that a similar collapse would occur again. 


The Government accordingly issued at frequent intervals 
regulations intended to prevent a national collapse, to re- 
store confidence in the lat, and to maintain currency at its 
existing value. These regulations, including restrictions on 
the withdrawal of bank deposits and on the transfer of 
funds abroad, an increase in the Customs Tariff, and the 
imposition of a quota on imported merchandise enabled the 
Government to avoid inflation, which appeared almost un- 
avoidable at the end of 1931. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The position in 1932 is still grave even if not so serious as 
in December, 1931, and future financial stability depends 
largely on a balanced Budget, an improvement in the balance 
of trade, and the possibility of increasing the foreign 
markets for Latvian produce. It may be noted that the 
Latvian Government frankly admit the inconvenience caused 
by the fall in sterling, and do not expect any immediate or 
even distant improvement in the economic situation unless 
means can be found to stimulate the export market for 
Latvian produce. They express, however, their determina- 
tion to prevent, if possible, fluctuations in the lat notwith- 
standing the hardships imposed on the business community 
by recent taxation and economic legislation. 


The restrictions imposed by the quota system have natu- 
rally reduced the volume of United Kingdom goods sold in 
Latvia and a further reduction may be expected in 1932, 
despite the shortage of imported goods, the trade in which 
tends to be controlled by a group of licensed firms and to be 
accompanied by various difficulties in procedure. 


The attempt of the Latvian Government to regulate the 
balance of trade, accordingly, can only expect to succeed 
(unless the export trade improves) by a drastic cut in im- 
ports, a heavy loss in revenue from Customs duties, and a 
general disorganisation of the credit system. 


The tendency to the State control of industry is now dis- 
tinctly more marked, the Government having assumed con- 
trol of the wholesale grain and sugar trades, while State 
control of the timber trade is contemplated in view of the 
disorganised condition of the timber export trade. 


Latvian trade has greatly decreased since 1930, imports 
having fallen from 296°3 million lats to 176-7 million lats in 
1931 (40 per cent.) and exports from 247-8 million lats to 
163-7 million lats (34 per cent.). Comparative tables of 
Latvian imports and exports by countries during the past 
two years are given in appendices A and B to H.M. Consul’s 
Report. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


Merchandise exports in June were valued at 115 million 
dollars, as against 187,077,000 dols. in the same month of 
last year, and imports at 121 million dols., compared with 
173,455,000 dols. Exports in the first half of 1932 totalled 
841,803,000 dols., against 1,315,967,000 dols. in January- 
June, 1931, and imports 757,554,000 dols., compared with 
1,107,151,000 dols. 

Department store sales in the metropolitan area in New 
York for the first eighteen days of July were 23-9 per cent. 
below those of a year ago. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Total automobile production for the first six months of 
this year was 871,423 vehicles, against 1,572,935 a year ago 
and 2,198,580 in the first half of 1930. There is no material 
change in activity but the iron and steel industry is 
moderately hopeful. The beginning of the seasonal recovery 
is expected not later.than September. Output continues 
16 per cent. of capacity and prices are firm. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended July 30 was 60-9, marking the 
sixth successive week without decline, against 60-8 the week 
before and 60-2 the fortnight earlier.—Guarantee Trust 
Company of New York (London Office).

FRANCE—HUNGARY 
ADDITIONAL AGREEMENT (WHEAT, ETC.) 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 30 contains a 
Decree bringing into force as from that date an Additional 
Commercial Agreement between France and Hungary which 
was signed on September 25, 1931. The Agreement is to 
operate until October 15, 1932, but may be renewed by 
mutual agreement if circumstances require. 


It provides for the importation into France during a 
period of twelve months beginning September 25, 1931, of 
Hungarian wheat amounting to 10 per cent. of the total 
quantity of wheat which it is estimated must be imported in 
order to meet French consumption. This quota is fixed in 
a supplementary Exchange of Notes at about 800,000 quin- 
tals. The import of wheat under the quota is to be regulated 
by licences issued by the French Ministry of Agriculture* 
to French merchants and manufacturers, but purchases are 
to be effected under the usual conditions of trade. The full 
Minimum Tariff import duty must be paid on the wheat, 
but the French Government will place at the disposal of the 
Hungarian Government, for each quintal so imported, a 
sum to be agreed, which will not, however, exceed 30 per 
cent. of the Customs duty. 


The Agreement also provides for various modifications of 
the Hungarian Customs Tariff and Regulations; full 
particulars of these are given in our ‘‘ Customs Regulations 
and Tariff Changes ’”’ Section. 


FRANCE—SWITZERLAND 


ARRANGEMENT CONCERNING QUOTA 
RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of August 4 contains a 
Decree, dated July 28, enforcing provisionally an Arrange- 
ment between France and Switzerland concerning quota re- 
strictions which was signed on June 24. According to the 
terms of the Arrangement it is operative from July 1 to 
December 31, but before November 1 the two parties are to 
engage in conversations to fix the treatment to be applied 
after the expiry of the Arrangement to products subject to 
import restrictions. 


Switzerland undertakes in principle not to reduce the 
import of French industrial products specified in Annex B 
to the Franco-Swiss Commercial Convention of July 8, 1929, 
below the level of the imports in 1931. France agrees not to 
apply quota restrictions to Swiss industrial products which 
do not generally exceed 10 per cent. of the total imports of 
such products into France (a list of these is annexed to the 
arrangement), provided the imports in 1931 are not ex- 
ceeded, and, in addition, definite quotas are fixed for the 
import into France during 1932 of certain kinds of Swiss 
electrical material. 


In Notes which were exchanged at the time of the signa- 
ture of the Arrangement, each country agrees to give up its 
right to the fixing (‘‘ consolidation ”’) of the duties on one or 
two articles under the Customs Tariff of the other, and pro- 
vision is also made for the classification of certain handker- 
chiefs and embroidered goods under the French Customs 
Tariff.

The following is the text of the Import Duties (Valuatioy 
of Articles) Regulations, 1932, dated July 8, 1932, made by 
the Commissioners of Customs and Excise under Section 
15 (3) of the Import Duties Act, 1932 (22 & 23 Geo. 5, 
c. 8):— 





The Commissioners of Customs and Excise in pursuance of 
subsection (3) of section 15 of the Import Duties Act, 1939, 
and of all other powers enabling them in that behalf hereby 
make the following Regulations : — 


1. The importer of any article liable to duty under the 
said Act shall at the time of making entry, or within such 
period thereafter as the Commissioners may in special cases 
allow, produce a declaration in respect of the articles duly 
completed in one of the forms in the Schedule to these 
Regulations, or in such other form and manner as the Con- 
missioners may direct, together with the invoice or invoices 
specified in the form. 


2. If the Commissioners permit the production of the form 
to be made subsequently to the presentation of the entry 
they may do so subject to such conditions as they may see fit 
to impose, and it shall be the duty of the importer to comply 
with those conditions. 


3. The importer shall give in writing such further par- 
ticulars as the Commissioners may require and shall pro- 
duce to an Officer upon demand any books of accounts or 
other documents of whatever nature relating to the purchase, 
importation or resale of the articles by the importer. 


4. Nothing in these Regulations shall affect the powers of 
the Commissioners or of their Officers under any Act relat- 
ing to the Customs. 


5.—(1) These Regulations may be cited as the Import 
Duties (Valuation of Articles) Regulations, 1932. 


(2) In these Regulations unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, the following expressions shall have the meanings 
hereinafter respectively attached to them, that is to say:—

AUSTRALIA 


MARKING OF RUBBER-COVERED WIRE 
FOR RADIO PURPOSES 


A Proclamation made under the Australian Customs Act 
dated April 2, 1919, prescribes certain conditions as to mark- 
ing, ete., with which rubber-covered wire imported into the 
Commonwealth must comply. The question has been raised 
whether the conditions imposed by the Proclamation apply 
to rubber-covered wire for radio purposes. The Official 
Secretary and Financial Adviser of the Commonwealth in 
London is now informed by the Department of Trade and 
Customs, Canberra, that such wire is exempt from the Pro- 
clamation provided at the time of importation the wire is 
labelled or packed in such a manner as to indicate clearly 
that it is intended for radio purposes and that it will go to 
consumers with such indication. It is also necessary for the 
name and address of the manufacturer to appear on the 
immediate container of the wire.

BOUNTY ON SEED COTTON AND COTTON 
YARN 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Septem. 
ber 11, 1930 (page 316), regarding the bounty payable on 
seed cotton and cotton yarn in Australia, it should be noted 
that the Cotton Industries Bounty Act, 1930, referred to 
therein, has been amended by the Cotton Industries Bounty 
Act, 1932. 

Under the new Act, the amount of bounty authorised to 
be paid in any one financial year from July 1, 1932, until 
1936, is reduced from the maximum of £260,000, allowed by 
the Act of 1930, to a maximum of £150,000. It is further 
provided that the bounties on cotton yarn which, under the 
earlier Act, were authorised to be paid up to September 30, 
1936, are now to be payable only in respect of cotton yarn 
manufactured in Australia and delivered from a factory 
therein on or before June 30, 1932. 


BRITISH INDIA 


PREPARATIONS NOT TO BE CONSIDERED 
AS MANUFACTURED DRUGS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of February 
19, 1931 (page 245), regarding the control of dangerous 
drugs, it should be noted that Notification No. 3—Dan- 
gerous Drugs, dated July 16, 1932, issued by the Govern- 
ment of India, contains a list of preparations which are not 
regarded as ‘‘ manufactured drugs.’’

of alcoholic liquor or of being mixed therewith, is prohibited, 
except they be of a brand to be approved by the Governor 
in Privy Council. 

The use is prohibited by any person of the above-met- 
tioned substances or of any substance containing highe 
alcohols or compound ethers or aldehydes or terpenes, !” 
the preparation of, or mixture with, any alcoholic liquor for 
sale, with the exception of rum used for blending with other 
rum and to be sold as such, except the same be of a brand 
to be approved by the Governor in Privy Council.

PALESTINE 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE IMPORT OF 
BUTTER, SAMNEH AND ARTIFICIAL BUTTER 


The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ of July 16 contains an

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


EXPORT OF CHILLED BEEF, FROZEN 
LAMB AND MUTTON TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM AND NORTHERN IRELAND 


Government Notice No. 860, dated July 1, contains regu- 
lations made under the Agricultural Produce Export Act, 
1917, in respect of the export of chilled beef and frozen 
lamb and mutton to the United Kingdom and Northern 
Ireland. 

The regulations provide for the grading, packing and seal- 
ing of chilled beef and frozen lamb and mutton, and pro- 
hibit the exportation of such meat to the United Kingdom 
and Northern Ireland unless the meat has been examined 
by an inspector and certified by him to fall within one or 
other of the prescribed grades.

Should the goods contained in the packages be 
subject to different rates of duty, the value of the package 
is added to that of the goods of highest value; but, as 
regards textile fabrics put up in bales and the like, im- 
porters have the option of fixing the value of such packing 
on the basis of 15 francs per 100 kilogs. gross weight (con- 
tainer and contents). 


Packages containing goods free of import duty or liable 
to specific rates calculated on the net weight of the goods, 
will not be subject to separate assessment or the indirect 
imposition of duties. 


The additional duty of 10 per cent. on all rates payable 
under the existing Tariff, established by the emergency 
Decree dated December 24, 1931, applies to the duties set 
up by the present Decree on all packages (or receptacles) 
or a usual kind. 


Export DUTIES 


Under a Decree of March 21, 1932, published in the 
“Bulletin Officiel du Congo Belge ’’ of May 15, 1932, vege- 
table products, palm oils and cane sugar will continue to 
enjoy the exemption from payment of export duties accorded 


by Decree dated March 25, 1930. 


COLOMBIA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Bogota reports, by telegraph, 
that the Colombian Customs duties on champagne, potable 
spirits and bitters (Tariff Nos. 66, 68 and 69) are to be 
reduced to 14 pesos per kilog. with effect from September 15. 

The duty on cornflower has been increased to 20 cts. per 
kilog. gross as from August 1, except in the case of goods 
covered by Consular invoices of an earlier date. 


CHINA 
CONSULAR INVOICE REGULATIONS 


H.M. Representative in China reports that regulations 
have been promulgated by the National Government requir- 
ing Consular Invoices to accompany goods imported into 
China which leave the port of shipment on or after Septem- 
ber 1 next. The regulations apply to all goods imported 
into China with the exception of postal parcels, duty-free 
goods, and consignments of a lower value than 200 dollars. 
Shippers will be required to submit the invoices (forms of 
which they will obtain from the Consulates) to the nearest 
Chinese Consulate for certification, a fee of five Customs 
Gold units being charged for this service. . 

There is at present only one Chinese Consulate in this 
country and it is understood that endeavours are being 
made to obtain a postponement of the introduction of the 
regulations. 

A further notice will be published in the ‘ B.T.J.” as 
soon as possible. 


IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 


The Board of Trade are informed that as from August 4 
the Chinese Government have increased the import duties on 
a number of articles, including those set out in the table 
following.

FRANCE 
DUTY IMPOSED ON MUSSELS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 31 contains a Law, 
dated July 29, providing that mussels, which have hitherto 
been duty-free under the ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff, are now to 
pay a duty of 74 francs per 100 kilogs. The ‘‘ General ”’ 
Tariff duty is also increased. 

Notre.—An incidental effect of this Law appears to be to 
render mussels liable to the ‘‘exchange compensation ”’ 
surtax which is levied on goods from the United Kingdom 
and certain other countries. 


IMPORT OF GLASS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 31 contains an 
Order, dated July 30, which provides that the various kinds 
of glass which have hitherto been subject to quota restric- 
tion on import into France (see the list in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
July 14, page 62) will, from August 1, only be allowed to be 
imported under licence from the Customs Administration, 
issued on the advice of the ‘‘ Chambre syndicale des fabri- 
cants de glaces et de vitres,’’ 10 rue de Lancry, Paris. So 
far, quotas have not been announced for such goods in 
respect of the period subsequent to July 31.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanby] 
has forwarded particulars of recent Orders modifying to 
some extent the Turkish import quota system, as indicated 
below. 

Instruments, implements and machinery, as well as their 
spare parts and accessories, required by institutions benefit.

quotas, subject to confirmation obtained from the Ministry 
of National Economy that Customs é¢xemption has been 
obtained in respect thereof. 

Ordinary iron (square, rounded or oval), Tariff No, 
520 (a), is now free from quota restrictions. 

The quota for tent cloth for the preservation of grapes 
(ex Tariff No. 377 (a) ) has been increased by 5,000 kilos, 

Tinfoil (ex Tariff No. 578) has been transferred to List D, 
i.e. is free from restriction when for use as packing material 
for exported produce. 

Cotton yarn (thread) put up for retail sale (Tariff No. 371) 
and linen, hemp, jute, etc., yarns (threads) put up for retail 


sale (Tariff No. 413), other than for industrial purposes, : 


may be imported free from quota restrictions. 


Imports by Post.—As notified in the ‘“ B.T.J.’’ for 
March 3 (p. 328) importation by parcels post is provisionally 
prohibited, but postal packets and merchandise sent by letter 
post weighing up to one kilog., and bearing a green label, 
are free from quota restrictions, except in the case of silks, 
perfumery, feathers for trimming hats, furs and articles 
combined with precious metals. It has now been decided that 
insured boxes containing goods weighing up to one kilog. 
may also be introduced by post free from quota restrictions, 
provided the value of the contents is declared and that such 
boxes are of the same type as packets bearing a green label: 
Printed matter in packets, weighing up to 3 kilogs. may 
also imported by post free from quota restrictions. 


URUGUAY 


ON CREPE RUBBER AND SOLES 
INCREASED 


The Uruguayan “ Diario Oficial’ of June 21 contains 4 
Decree, dated June 16, increasing to 48 per cent. ad valorem 
(plus surtaxes amounting to 14 per cent. ad valorem) the 
duty on crepe rubber in sheets or cut out for the manufac- 
ture of soles, and on rubber soles, whole or in pieces, with 
or without nails. The new duty is to become operative sixty 
days after June 16, unless enfarced previously by the 
Legislature.

VENEZUELA

The “‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ for June 29 contains a Decree, of 
the same date, which increases the Venezuelan Customs duty 
on raw tobacco, tobacco stems and manufactured tobacco not 
specially mentioned in the tariff from 15°655 to 23-4820 
Bs. per kilog. gross. 

In the same issue of the ‘‘ Gaceta’”’ is published a Law 
regarding internal taxation of cigarettes. The tax on locally 
manufactured cigarettes is increased to 14 centimos each 
and on imported cigarettes to 10 Bs. per kilog. gross. In 
the case of imported goods the tax is collected by the 
Customs.
